ret, when about Twelve of the Clock ia the 
Night, to the beſt of my remembrance, I was 
awaked out of my ſleep by a wok noiſe, (but faw 
nothing) which to the beſt of my capacity bid me 
Zr poxe,and Phat I had nothing to do there. But being 
ſo haſtily diſturbed , and not certain what miphr 


bz the cauſe, I gave it over for a Dream, and paſt 


that accident as uncertain of the.teuth,... Now 
after the firſt Day was paſt, abort Fightor ine 
of the Clock at Night Iwent to reſt ; and about 
Twelve, my Mate was ſtriking a Light to take a 
a Pipe of Tobacco, (as I ſuppoſe) and expecting 
the Wherry to go up to the Town, being the Tide 
fell out about Two in the Morning, I defired the 
Candle might not be put out ; and being as well 
awake as now I am, to the beſt of my judgment, 
I was then pulled by the Hair of my Head off from 
my Pillow, and the ſame words declared to me as 
before; and then I ſaw the perfe& face and pro- 
portion of a Man, ina black Hat, ſtuft Coat, and 
ſtriped Neck-cloth, with hanging down Hair, and 
and a ſowre down-looking Countenance, and his 
Teeth being ſet in his Head, I had theh time to 


ſay, Lord have mercy upon me , What art? ,at which 


he vaniſhed : Yet the Candle burngvery blew, 
and almoſt went out : Hereupon being much dil- 
contented, I did by the following Poſt: give my 
Owners a juſt account of what had befallen me. 


The fifth of that inſtant, we ſet ſail: about 
four of the Clock ing the day, the Wind at Sw. 
fair

fair Weather, and a brave Gale off the Shore, 
which continued: until half an hour after Eleven 
on Wedneſday Night; at which time the Man at te 
Helm called our that he could nct ſtir the Helm : 
but after I had pulled off the Whip-Staf#. the 
Ship ſteered as before, being ſtill fair Weatiicr, 
the VVind then coming to the XN. 1. and Snow- 
ing VVeather, bur very-fair and clear. I was ycr 
doubtful of more VVind, and therefore cauted 
the Men' to furl the fore Top-ſail, and lower down 
the main Top-ſail upon the back of the main 
Sail, but could not with all the ſtrength we had 
hale in; the YVeather brake off the fore Top- 
ſail, when this was ſtill in my judgment, that our 
Ship did hale as much, as when our.Sails were our. 
Then we haled up our main Sail, and ſti!l the Ship 
had the ſame liſt as with a large VVind, which 
to my judgment might be half a ſtreak, or there- 
abours. 

By this time it was Two of the Clock, then 
our Men tried the Pump, and found little or''no 
water in her: the Man at the Helm called our, 
That the Candle burned ſo blew in the Lanthorn, 
That it gave little or no light, and three ſeveral 
times went out, ſothar Iheld the Candle to the 
Look-ont, which Candle did burn very well, and 

_ſhewed a good light; bur of a ſuddain our Ship 
would not feel her Helm ſo kindly as before, and 
brought all our Sails aback, Then our Ship heeled 
aS muchto VYindward as before to Leeward : the 


Glaſs being out, we went to the Pump, and found 
no.

vo water in the ſhip, but ſhe did not ſteer we,nei- 
ther could I find the reaſon,being ſtill ſo fair wea- 
ther: This unkind ſeerage;made me urgent to try. 
the pump yet more, but I could not get the upper 
box to work,nor ſtir, but having taken thatup,and 
trying with the pump- hook , we could not come 


near the lower box by a foot and a half, which to - 


my judgement was hindred by ſomething like a 
Bull-fiſh, or Woolſack, that as we forced down, 
gave up again with the hook: Whereupon Mi- 
ſtruſting that all was not. well, I cauſed our men 
to keep the Coat of our pump up, and my ſelf 
looſned the tack ; in the mean time I ordered 
two men to looſe the Boat, which they. did,, 
being laſhed in three places: Yet they do not. 
remember to this hour, that they looſned any 
of them but the middlemoſt ; and with three men 
in her, the Boat went over the top of the 
Foreſheert, which lay above the ſtem \- Without 


touching it, with ſuch violence, as. even. ama- 


zed us that ſaw it: And they that wtrt in” the 
Boat, gave ſugh_ loud cryes, as fright<, \imat 
the Helm , who came running out unkito”n to 
me. But then finding the ſhip coming nearer t}5 
wind then formerly, T xan [to the ſtar-caſe, to 
bid him put the Helm over, but rould not: And 
hearing one jump down at.the hatch, which'was 
open at- the half deck , did. ſuppoſe_that the 
Helms man came down again; and calling him 
by, his. name to come and help me, the; word

ceiyed the ſame perſon that I had formerly ſeen 
before we came out of the Harbour; whocame 
violently to me, ſaying, Be gone, you have 10 more t0 
do here ; throwing me in at the Cabbin door, 
clear upon the top of the table ; when I crying 
out, tn the' Name of God what art, he vaniſhed 
away in a flaſh of fire ; thinking withal, thar the 
ſhip had ſplit,jn a thouſand pieces, it giving ſuch 
a crack, The men thereupon calling out, 14- 
fter, if ye be a man ceme away, did ſomething re- 
vive 'me; arid ftrivitig to'have got to- my cheſt, 
being I had ſome money tit, -I ford thatſome- 
thing hindred me, but what it was I could not 
tell, Then perceiving the main Sea coming in 
fo faſt;*thar Twas up” to the waſte, before I 
could get out of the Cabbin; and finding al! 
onr men in the.Boat but only one, I deſired 
him to get a Compaſs, which he did, yet _ 
could never after know what became of it, We 
were no ſooner in-the Boat, bnt the ſhip ſank 
down, and yet having a great Sea Fur Gown, 
which lay upon theWicker,*.upon'the ſhips going 
down, the-very upſet of the water brought it to 
the Boats fide, and one of our men took it in. 
We reckoned our ſelves to be ten or twelve 
Leagues E. S. E. from the Spern, I perceived the 
Fane at the Main-top-maſt head, when the ſhip 
was ſunk: We continued in the Boat from three 
in the morning, till ten or eleven that day, when 
we were taken up by a whithy Ketch, who uſed 


us very kindly, and towed our Boat at his —_

with two encs of a hauſer, till ſhe brake away : 
She being bound for Newcaſtle, and the wind be- 
ing contrary, did on the Saturday following, ſer 
us a ſhore at Grimsby in Hull River, where the

[ Had forgot to expreſs, that one 
ſide of my face 1s burnt and bla- 
ſted ſorely, which I telt within 
half an hour after I was gone out 
of the Ship ; but how it came up- 
on me inthe Ship I could not tell, 
being then in a great horror and 

amazement,
